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State Faced 
With Severe 
Fiscal Crisis 


INDIANAPOLIS (A P) — The 
possibility of a serious shortage 
in state revenue and a special 
session of the Indiana General 
Assembly to take emergency 
measures loomed today as 27,- 
000 Indiana 
steelworkers pre­ 
pared to strike at midnight. 
The state treasury already is 
short because of lagging reve­ 
nues, 
and 
the 
small 
surplus 
called for in the budget enacted 
by the General Assembly after 
a tax reform measure failed 
has caused concern among state 
officials. 
A prolonged steel strike could 
cause, further problems, state 
finance officials agree. 
State Revenue Commissioner 
Jam es 0. Mathis says a strike 
of 30 to '60 days would have 
“ adverse affects” on the treas­ 
ury and State Budget Director 
Thomas H. Taylor says the im­ 
pact of a steel strike longer 
than 30 days would be “disas­ 
trous,” 
Spending delays already have 
been announced by the Whit­ 
comb 
administration. 
A 
$105 
million distribution of state aid 
to local schools was delayed, 
from early July to late July, 
and the state universities have 
been told a $15 million distribu­ 
tion scheduled for Aug. 2 will be 
delayed at least two weeks. 
Another $60 million in state 
aid to local schools is scheduled 
for early October, but budget 
officials expect a delay of sev­ 
eral weeks, which will make it 
hard for schools to meet their 
payrolls. 
Gov. Whitcomb has not com­ 
mented on the money problem, 
but an administrative assistant 
to the governor, says he has- 
been 
given 
“ no 
indication” 
there is a need for a special 
session. 
Mathis says it appears 'there 
“ wouldn’t be any need for a 
special session.” 
The 1972 legislative session 
begins in January with a one- 
day 
organizational 
meeting 
scheduled Nov. 15. 
Because legislators will be in 
regular session in little more 
than five months, many state 
officials feel the need for a spe­ 
cial session would be negated. 
Another factor is the tax bat­ 
tle of the 1971 session. The ses­

ended 
with. 
Whitcomb’s 
veto of a patchwork tax bill. 
'Legislative leaders and admin­ 
istration officials say it is un­ 
likely any greater agreement 
could be reached on revenue 
measures. 
However, House Speaker Otis 
R. Bowen, R-Bremen, says a 
three-month steel strike could 
produce a “very real crisis.” 
and could “ tend, to create an 
atmosphere of absolute neces­ 
sity for agreem ent.” 
“ If another one (steel strike) 
goes for 116 days, we would 
have to have a special legisla­ 
tive stasion ” «aid one top ad-, 
ministration official who asked 
not to be quoted by name.

2 Astronauts Step On 


Moon For Exploration

(A P) — Apollo 15 astronauts 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin stepped onto the lunar 
surface today to make man’s 
first driving expedition on the 
moon, a moon buggy ride to a 
deep canyon and 
an ancient 
mountain. 
With a television camera re­ 
laying 
the 
picture 
to 
earth,, 
commander Scott became the 
seventh human to make foot­ 
print on the dark, dusty surface 
at 9:30 a.m. EDT. 
Scott gazed in awe at the 
beautiful 
scenery, 
the 
high 
mountains on three sides and 
hundreds of craters pocking the 
terrain. 
“As 1 stand here in the won­ 
ders of the unknown at Hadley, 
I sort of realize there’s funda­ 
mental truth to nature,” Scott 
said. “Man must explore. This 
is exploration at its greatest.” 
Irwin had difficulty backing 
out of the hatch of the landing 
craft Falcon, and Scott climbed 
back up the nine-rung ladder to 
unhook his fellow explorer from 
something that he was hung up 
on. 
Irwin was on the surface at 
9:37 a.m. 
“ Oh boy, it’s beautiful out 
here. Reminds me of Sun Val­ 
ley,” Irwin exclaimed. 
Gazing out the Falcon win­ 
dow Friday night, Irwin had

As Scott backed down the lad­ 
der he opened a compartment 
on the side of the landing craft, 
uncovering a camera which re­ 
layed to earthlings his first step 
to the surface. The camera was 
moved into position several feet 
away from the Falcon to give a 
good 
look 
as 
they 
removed 
their $8-million moon cart, Ro­ 
ver I, from a stowage bay in 
the lunar module. 
They 
shuffled 
about 
like 
ghostly figures in the dark dust 
of Hadley Base. 
Irwin’s first job before help­ 
ing deploy the Rover was to 
collect a. soil sample of about 
two pounds. This assured that 
they would return some soil to 
earth in case they had to make 
an early emergency takeoff. 
Another of the small prob­ 
lems 
that have troubled the 
Apollo 15 mission caused Scott 
and Irwin to be awakened an 
hour early, to search for a 
“very slow” leak in the lunar 
l a n d e r ’ s oxygen pressure. 
There was a drop of about 100 
pounds per square inch from 
the normal 2.690. 
The cabin leak was quickly 
traced by Scott and Irwin to a 
urine dump valve in a tube that 
runs from their space suits to 
the outside of the lunar module. 
The valve was capped and the 
pressure quickly rose to' normal 
in the cabin. 
“ We are very strongly con­ 
vinced down here that solves 
the problem,” mission control 
told the astronauts. 
“That’s good news,” said Ir­ 
win. 
Mission 
Control 
said 
the 
spacemen were never in “real 
danger.” 
Scott and Irwin were offered 
another 22-minute “snooze” be­ 
fore their first moon walk but 
said they preferred to spend 
the time getting organized for 
their expedition. 
Scott and Irwin steered their 
lunar ship Falcon to an almost 
perfect landing in the Marsh of

Dark Not 
Only Casualty 
In Reshuffle 
CLEVELAND (AP) — Alvin 
Dark wasn’t the only casualty 
in the Cleveland Indians’ resh­ 
uffle Friday. 
“The committee is kaput,” 
said Vernon Stouffer, owmer 
and chairman of the board of 
the Indians, in announcing that 
Dark was out as general man­ 
ager and field manager of the 
Tribe. 
The committee’ was formed 
July 5, 1909, when Stouffer look 
the general manager’s title 
away from tribe President 
Gabe Paul and gave it to Dark. 
Members of the executive com­ 
mittee were Dark, Stouffer, 
Paul, Hank Peters and Stouf- 
fer’s son, Jim. 
In firing Dark and replacing 
him with coach Johnny Lipon, 
Stouffer also returned to Paul 
the responsibilities of general 
manager—hiring and signing of 
players and negotiating trades. 
“I think this will be a definite 
improvement,” said Stouffer, of 
the Lipon appointment. “John­ 
ny Lipon is a fine man . . . he 
can communicate with the 
players . .. there should be 
more unity now. 
“There was something lack­ 
ing before,” the Indians owner 
added. 
Dark ran into a problem 
stemming from salary dispute 
with several players last win­ 
ter. He signed some players to 
illegal performance 'bonus con­ 
tracts, which were thrown out 
this summer by Baseball Com- 
m is loner Bowie Kuhn. 
The 
performance 
clauses 
with Sam McDowell, Ken Har- 
relson, Graig Nettles and Vada 
Pinson were nullified, and the 
Indians were fined $5,000. 
Morale on the club reported 
was low since Kuhn issued his 
ruling June 14, and the Indians 
had won only 14 of 46 games in 
that period. 
Paul said the fans “react to 
winning and losing. We hope we 
will start winning and that the 
fans will react accordingly.” 
Indians’ home attendance for 
47 games totals 438,210, lowest 
in the American League, 
Lipon will receive a reported 
$10,000 pay boost to $30,000 a 
year. 
Dark was under contract to 
the Indians through 1973, re­ 
portedly at a salary of $50,000. 
Stouffer said Dark was offered 
a job as a scout but turned it 
down. 
Presumably, he will continue 
to be paid under his contract 
for the next 2*4 years. 
Dark refused to' talk to re­ 
porters.

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PUBLIC HAILS NIXON’S PLAN 
The dramatic announcement by Presi­ 
dent Nixon that he will visit Red China 
in 1972 was received with widespread ac­ 
claim throughout the nation. 
Certainly, the first visit of an Ameri­ 
can President to the Chinese mainland 
will be an historic event. 
Whether this invitation represents any 
thaw in the thinking of Chinese leaders 
remains to be determined. Prior to the 
visit preliminary work of a vast charac­ 
ter will be required.

Hovering over peoples of the world is 
the threat of a nuclear attack far more 
devastating than the atomic bombs that 
were instrumental in terminating hos­ 
tilities in the Pacific during World War 
II.By the time the President visits Pe­ 
king, most of the American troops will 
have been removed from South Vietnam, 
according to the present withdrawal 
schedule. The North Vietnamese have 
been aided with material both from 
China and Russia. 
Hopefully, the Vietnam problem can 
be settled before 1972. However, to date 
there is no indication that peace negoti­ 
ators will find an ironclad formula to 
which both sides will agree. 
Objective of the Nixon mission will be 
furtherance of world peace, yearned for 
by peoples of the world. 
’ Despite bellicose statements that have 
emanated from leaders of several na­ 
tions, all are aware of several realistic 
factors; 
— That modern warfare, if unleashed 
to its full potential, has the potential of 
wiping out vast segments of the popula­ 
tion of nations. 
— That no nation, however powerful, 
has the economic resources to concen­ 
trate its efforts on provision for modern 
armament, although it may be required 
to take measures in the interest of de­ 
fense. 
— That living standards in many 
lands are on a level of mere subsistence 
with the result that world effort should 
be expended on assistance to these peo­ 
ples rather than on armament. 
Especially since the incursion of the 
United States in Vietnam, this nation has 
been falsely accused of imperialism and 
warmongering. 
The proposed visit of President Nixon 
to Peking should epitomize the fact that 
the American objective is development of 
world peace.

Most acts of the Legislature 
do not take effect until they 
are promulgated. 
This is a technical legal term. 
The acts are set in type, proof­ 
ed. printed and bound. They are 
then distributed by the Secre­ 
tary of State who must receive 
a receipt from every County 
Clerk. All of this is certified to 
the Governor who proclaims the 
new laws. 
There are some new and un­ 
usual problems involved this 
year. I talked to Secretary of 
State Larry A. Conrad about his 
problems in promulga ting the 
acts. He said: “This time it is 
not a normal situation, ..After 
past sessions the acts were con­ 
tained in two little volumes. 
This time we are talking about 
twelve to fifteen feet of book­ 
shelf space and something call­ 
ed superbill.” 
In the past Conrad feels that 
they have not strictly adhered 
to the law. Copies of the two 
volume books were given to 
State Police who passed them 
out to the County Clerks. He 
said: “The statute requires us 
to distribute so many of the 
Acts to every County. Superbill 
is a part of the Acts. To really 
put everything into effect, we 
have to give them something 
like 26 pounds for every single 
delivery, with most counties get­ 
ting something like 40b pounds 
of books. The distribution pro­ 
blems are enormous.” 
The Department of Adminis­ 
tration is charged with letting 
most printing contracts for the 
state.

printed the Acts. A bill was 
passed this time giving the re­ 
sponsibility to the office of the 
Secretary of State. For a period 
of time we bad two contracts 
with different firms. The con­ 
tract for printing Superbill was 
authorized by the General As­ 
sembly and is in the hands of 
another firm. 
Conrad said: 
“The legis- 
ture, not at my insistence, pas­ 
sed a bill to put the printing 
in the hands of the Secretary of 
State, and I approved of the ac­ 
tion. I am a great believer in 
putting everything at the dis­ 
posal of that agency required 
by law to perform some act. It 
has ended up being such a head­ 
ache and problem and has con­ 
sumed so much of our time that 
I am not sure it was wise in re­ 
flection.” 
Past Legislatures convened 
for 61 days and quit at a defi­ 
nite time.

conservatives denouncing it as 
an assault on the free enter­ 
prise system and the liberals as 
a welfare program for big busi­ 
ness.Supporters of the legislation 
hit hard on the loss of jobs that 
would result if Lockheed was 
forced to drop the commercial 
TriStar jet airliner project the 
loan is designed to finance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Day 
by day and leak by leak, the 
secret war in Laos is becoming 
more 
and 
more difficult to 
hide. 
Successive 
administrations, 
Democratic 
and 
Republican, 
have refused to discuss the ex­ 
tent of U.S. 
involvement in 
Laos, a small, landlocked and 
officially neutral country whose 
borders touch China, North and 
South 
Vietnam, 
Cambodia, 
Thailand and Burma. 
The question is not whether 
the United States provides mili­ 
tary and economic aid to the 
neutralist government of Laos, 
but whether Americans are ac­ 
tually engaged in fighting. 
The 
official 
response, 
as 
enunciated by President Nixon 
when asked during a Sept. 26, 
1969, 
news 
conference 
about 
American involvement in the 
war, is: “There are no Ameri­ 
can combat forces in Laos.” 
A year later, an Associated 
Press 
dispatch 
from 
Saigon 
quoted a 
military source as 
saying casualties for U.S. Spe­ 
cial Forces troops in Laos were 
1 or 2 killed and 3 to 10 
wounded each ¿nonth. 
Asked about the figures, a 
U.S. command spokesman in 
Saigon said, “There are no U.S. 
combat troops in Laos.” 
Slowly, over a long series of 
hearings, the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee has dis­ 
closed some of the U.S. in­ 
volvement in Laos. Other infor­ 
mation has come from such 
sources as the Pentagon pa­ 
pers, present and former gov­ 
ernment officials, and field dis­ 
patches. 
Among the disclosures: 
—There are 4,800 Thai troops 
led by a Thai general and sup­ 
ported entirely by U.S. funds 
fighting in Laos despite an act 
of Congress prohibiting support 
of mercenaries in Laos. 
—Cambodian troops, trained 
by the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency have been fighting in 
Laos. Forty Cambodians were 
killed and an undisclosed num­ 
ber wounded in recent heavy 
fighting 
for 
the 
Bolovens 
Plateau. 
—Current 
budget 
figures 
show the United States spend­ 
ing $90 million for military and 
$52 million for economic aid to 
Laos. The correct figure, con­ 
gressional 
sources 
claim, 
is 
nearly $500 million most of 
which is channeled through the 
CIA. 
—Congressional source esti­ 
mates $2 billion is being spent 
each year bombing that part of 
the Ho Chi Mtnh Trail, princi­ 
pal Communist supply route 
from North to South Vietnam, 
that runs through Laos. 


Rumors Spread That Red Chinese 
Premier Chou May Visit U.N.

President Nixon’s China in­ 
itiative is provoking speculation 
along some spectacular lines. 
One possibility now being se­ 
riously discussed in some quar­ 
ters is that Premier Chou En- 
lai of Communist China will 
visit the United Nations in New 
York before President Nixon 
goes to Peking. 
Another 
intriguing 
line 
of 
speculation is that Secretary- 
General U Thant of the United 
Nations may be persuaded to 
change his mind about retiring 
at the end of this year because 
of 
the 
dramatic 
possibilities 
ahead. 
Relatively soon after the 26th 
U.N. Assembly opens in Sep­ 
tember, it will come to grips 
again, as it has for two dec­ 
ades, with this question: which 
Chinese shall sit in China’s 
seat, the Communists of Peking 
or the Nationalists of Formosa? 
It looks as if Peking is as good 
as voted in already. 
Last year, for the first time, 
Peking won a simple majority, 
5149. It was not enough be­ 
cause the United States had 
successfully 
defended 
once 
again the principle that the 
question was “important” and 
thus required a two-thirds vote 
of the assembly. But the 26th 
session begins to look like an 
entirely new ball game. 
This year the 18 nations spon­ 
soring 
Peking’s 
membership 
have moved early to put in 
their resolution, adding to it 
that Peking also should occupy 
China’s Security Council seat 
along with the seats in the oth­ 
er U.N. bodies. But the resolu­ 
tion calling for important-ques- 
tion treatment has not yet been 
submitted. 
This means that the member­ 
ship question is ahead on the 
agenda and will stay there un­ 
less the Assembly is persuaded 
to vote for a change, which 
seems unlikely at this time. In 


the past the Americans have 
had their friends introduce the 
important-question measure for 
them, but such help may now 
be harder to come by. In some 
respects the Americans pulled 
the 
rug 
from 
under 
their 
friends in the Pacific area— 
friends like Japan and the Phil­ 
ippines—by the secret contacts 
with Peking. 
One might even ask why the 
sponsors of the Peking mem­ 
bership were so eager to get 
their resolution in early this 
year, 
and 
why 
the 
United 
States has done nothing to as­ 
sure priority for its important- 
question defense of the Chiang 
Kai-shek seat. 
In the first place, it would 
take only a relatively few vote 
shifts this year to defeat the 
important-question 
measure 
and thus it would be out of the 
way in any case. In the second 
place, if the two-thirds vote is 
not required, Chiang Kai-shek’s 
regime has had it. Peking will 
be voted in. And the betting 
now is that the United States 
will not even vote against Pek­ 
ing, but simply abstain. 
The way then could be clear 
for Chou to visit the United Na­ 
tions and dramatize spectacu­ 
larly Red China s victory after 
two decades. 


162 Bodies 


Found At Crash

worst aviation disaster, police 
said today. 
They said they were holding 
for questioning Yoshimi Ich­ 
ikawa, the 22-year-old student 
pilot 
who 
parachuted 
safely 
from his F86F jet fighter after 
it collided with the airliner.

While the 
number of sorties is classified, 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
has said “a handful” in 1964 in­

—As of Jan. 27, 1971, accord­ 
ing to the State Department, 
there were 1,034 Americans in 
Laos, including 395 employes of 
the Agency for International 
Development, 244 with the mili­ 
tary attache’s office, and 300 
employed by Air America and 
Continental Air Services Inter­ 
national, 
two 
air lines 
sup­ 
ported by the CIA. 
—Since 1961, the CIA has had 
an 
undisclosed 
number 
of 
agents working principally with 
Meo 
tribesmen 
in 
northern 
Laos and more recently with 
the Thai forces. 
When John F. Kennedy be­ 
came President in 1961, Laos 
was the United States’ most 
pressing problem in Southeast 
Asia. 
In President Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower’s 
view “the fall of 
Laos 
to 
Communism 
could 
mean the subsequent fall—like 
a tumbling row of dominoes—of 
its still-free neighbors. 
Eisenhower 
supported 
the 
pro-Western 
government 
of 
Premier Boun Oum. With Bonn 
Gum’s army taking a beating 
from the pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao and their North Vietnam­ 
ese allies, American advisers 
were sent into Laos to try to 
shore up the faltering Laotian 
Army. 
Kennedy sought instead to de­ 
fuse the situation through for­ 
mation of a Laotian coalition 
government led by neutralist 
Souvanna Phouma. 
Negotiations began in Geneva 
in May 1961 with W. Averell 
Harriman heading the U.S. de­ 
legation. The so-called Geneva 
accords were signed in July 
1962. They declared Laos a neu­ 
tral 
country 
and 
called 
for 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
through designated checkpoints. 
In an interview, Harriman 
said the North Vietnamese who 
had about 10.000 troops in Laos 
“did not keep the Laos agree­ 
ment for a single day.” In­ 
telligence sources believe the 
North 
Vietnamese 
eventually 
reduced their forces to about 5,- 
000 troops 
without bothering 
with checkpoints. 
The United States withdrew 
about 750 Americans. Whether 
any American* stayed behind 
in Laos is uncertain. 
Harriman 
and 
Roger 
Hill- 
sman, a State Department spe­ 
cialist in the area during the 
Kennedy and Johnson adminis­ 
trations, say the United States 
adhered meticulously to the re­ 
quirement for total withdrawal. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, Democratic leader and a 
recognized authority on South­ 
east Asia, said in an interview: 
“The CIA was in Laos before 
the Geneva accords and they 
stayed after 1962.” 
When the North Vietnamese 
resumed their offensive a year 
later, Souvanna Phouma, now 
Laos’ prime minister, asked the 
United States for supplies and 
ammunition to help his forces 
counter the Communists. 
He 
also asked the United States to 
say as little as possible about 
the assistance. 
United States aid flowed into 
Laos, but the focus was chang­ 
ing. South Vietnam had become 
the 
Southeast 
Asian 
crisis 
point, 
and 
American 
policy 
makers began to view Laos in 
relation to the Vietnam war. 
According to a State Depart­ 
ment source: “ North Vietnam­ 
ese utilization of the trail area 
overwhelmed other concerns.” 
On Dec. 10, 1964, Souvanna 
gave 
his 
government’s 
per­ 
mission for the start of U.S. air 
strikes against the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. 
According to the 
Pentagon 
papers the National Security 
Council on 
Dec. 
12 decided 
“there would be no public oper­ 
ations statements about armed 
reconnaissance in Laos unless a 
plane were lost. In such an 
event 
. . . 
the 
government 
should continue to insist that 
we were merely escorting re­ 
connaissance flights as request­ 
ed 
by 
the 
Laotian 
govern­ 
ment.” 
It wasn’t until May 1966 that 
the Pentagon publicly acknowl­ 
edged 19 Americans most of 
them airmen, had died in Laos 
since 1961. In August 1966 the 
figure was updated to 30 killed. 
Three months later, an un­ 
named military source in Sai­ 
gon acknowledged: “WTe already

the nation’s rail routes to the 
market place as the Nixon ad­ 
ministration keeps close tabs 
on the economic impact of the 
strike. 
The UTU struck six more 
lines Friday, 
making 10 the 
number of railroads shut down. 
Eight more are on the strike 
list in the next two weeks. 
Forty-one per cent of the na­ 
tional system’s track is idle 
and 165,000 rail workers are off 
the job. 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Con­ 
gress have exhausted all the 
existing legal options available 
and fresh legislation would be 
needed to stop the strikes. 
Talks resumed again Friday 
afternoon at the Labor Depart­ 
ment, even as Sen. Jacob Ja- 
vits, R-N.Y,, introduced a reso­ 
lution giving Nixon authority to 
order a return to work if he 
feels it necessary during the 
month-long 
congressional 
re­ 
cess which starts next Friday. 
The selective strike strategy 
won by the UTU in a series of 
federal court decisions, is de­ 
signed to keep a low strike pro­ 
file and forestall congressional 
intervention, 
automatic 
when 
the strikes w'ere nationwide. 
Congress has only five meet­ 
ing days to consider the Javits 
proposal. 
Meanwhile, California vege 
table and fruit farmers were 
estimating their losses at $2.5 
million a day. Some 22,000 coal 
miners 
were 
idle 
with 
250 
mines closed, and Ford Motor 
Co. talked of closing 100 of its 
plants and warehouses. 
Labor Secretary James Hod­ 
gson said Friday that reports 
from 25 governors gauge the 
strike effects in their states in 
a range from “critical to dis­ 
astrous.” 
Hodgson had suggested going 
to Congress for help earlier in 
the week, but later said no
